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Preface 



We present to the student, interested in a detailed study of Arabic grammar, Part II of 
Lisan-ul-Quran.

This book deals with both (i) grammar and syntax (y^lJl Up), which has to do with 

^ ^ 0 

the construction of sentences and (ii) morphology (3^2.1! which has to do with the 
formation of the word and the conjugation of verbs. 

o 

In Arabic the science of syntax J! ^1 p) is typically concerned with the declension 
of nouns and verbs (when they become a part of speech), in response to the factors of 
declension. The student has already been introduced to the concept of declension in Part I. 
In this part the subject has been dealt with in a little more detail. In order to pave the way 
for a better understanding of what is to come, we give here a brief summary of declension. 
Declension is of three kinds:

(i) Evident Declension UaJl ^l^p^l), in which the three cases of the noun 
(nominative, accusative and genitive), as well as the three cases for the declinable

imperfect tense verb (indicative, subjunctive and jussive), are indicated by 

evident symbols such as vowel signs or letters, sometimes by the retention or elimination 
of a particular letter. 

(ii) Positional Declension (^^>*31 This is resorted to in the case of 

indeclinable nouns and verbs (<u»UJl whose vowel endings are invariable 

i.e. they do not vary in response to the factors of declension. Here the indeclinable noun 
or verb is said to be in a particular position with regard to declension e.g.: If the detached 
personal pronoun “y*” (which ends indeclinably in a on the jlj) occurs as the subject 
in a nominal sentence, it will be declined positionally as “in the nominative position”

(iii) Notional Declension ): This comes into play when a weak letter 

(3J' or *T) is unable to support a particular vowel sign for phonetic reasons. The sign 
denoting declension is in this case assumed to exist on the weak letter, or on an 
eliminated weak letter. In other words, this mode of declension is based on the notion that 
the vowel sign exists, but cannot appear because of the mechanics of pronunciation. 
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Preface 



Most chapters of the book discuss issues related to both syntax and morphology. 
However there are chapters where the emphasis is on morphology such as those dealing 
with the classification of the triliteral verb, the categorization of unsound verbs, the 
derived forms of the verb and the formation of active and passive participles of each 
derived form. In all these chapters morphological rules have been explained in 
considerable detail to give the student an insight into the phonology of the language. 
Morphological principles may seem a bit bewildering to the student at first, but they 
become easier to understand with increasing familiarity. Two facts, if kept in mind 
regarding these rules, are an aid to understanding: 

(i) These rules are almost entirely based on the mechanics of pronunciation. 

(ii) They fall under two main headings: 

a. JSVp^I; changing one weak letter for another, e.g.: An for a j\j, or a j\j for a 
frb, or eliminating a weak letter, (the weak letters are <jd', jlj and tU). 

b. changing a sound letter for another, e.g.: for a tUs as in the derived verb 

form ^Js(J^l(this was actually j^l). 

The student is advised to study carefully the footnotes of the book in which 
morphological rules have been elucidated. 



The last few chapters deal exclusively with topics which fall under syntax: 

J and J These subjects have been mentioned at 
the end of the book because they are not included in the basic components of speech. 
However, they constitute a very important study because they enrich the language by 
opening new vistas of meaning. 

Like Part I, Part II of this book is also equipped with extensive exercises on applied 
grammar, which include sentences for translation from English to Arabic and an exercise 
on Quranic verses so as to give the student a taste of the matchless literary excellence of 
the Quran. Guidelines for the teacher given in the beginning of Part I of the book are also 
relevant to the teaching of Part II.

Rule No. 29: 

l.The Arabic verb ( according to morphology) can be classified into (i) sound and (ii) 
unsound . The sound verb is that in which all the root letters are sound (neither oj*j* nor 
a weak letter i.e. jtj or Ai.) and there is no doubling of root letters , while in the unsound 
verb one or two of the root letters are a or a weak letter (fj or ) or in which the 
middle or final radical , being identical are doubled .
